Peace Meeting Sends Questionnaire to Two Nations 


W ashington, Dec. 19—(ZP)—H ard­ 
ly had the Kellogg peace pact been 
^reported formally to the senate to- 
M day before a surprise move was ini* 
™ listed to take it up for immediate 
consideration ahead of the long- 
pending naval construction meas­ 
ure. 
An attem pt of Chairman Hale of 
the naval committee to put the 
house bill authorising construction 
of fifteen new cruisers before the 
senate in accordance with the pro­ 
gram of the Republican steering 
committee, was blocked and a de­ 
cision on which would get the 
right-of-way over until tomorrow. 
W hen Senator Hale put his mo­ 
tion to take up the naval bill upon 
the disposition of the pending busi­ 
ness. Senator King. Democrat, of 
Utah, countered with e substitute 
motion to put ahead of it the peace 
treaty which had been received a 
few hours earlier from the foreign 
relatione committee. 
Senator Norrie, Republican. Ne­ 
braska. another opponent of the 
naval measure, Joined King and 
served noitice that “there is no 
chance for a vote on this propo­ 
sition today." A moment later the 
senate adjourned and Senator Hale 
gave notice that immediately upon 
Its reconvening tomorrow he would 
relnstitute hie move to make the 
naval bill the unfinished business.

Washington, Dec. 19—(/P)—Con 
ciliation proceedings in the Bollvi 
an-Paraguayan dispute by the Pan 
American 
arbitration 
conference 
began today with a special cora 
mittee addressing to the two coun 
tries a set of Identical questions to 
determine the exact scope at the 
proposed 
settlem ent. 
The 
two 
countries also were asked to ex­ 
press their views as to who should 
be selected on a mediation board. 
The 
com m ittee 
drew up the 
questions in the course of a long 
meeting today a t which Bolivian 
and 
Paraguayan 
representatives 
were present for part of the time. 
The session was called aB soon as 
possible 
after 
acceptances 
had 
been received from both Paraguay 
and Bolivia of the conference’s of 
for of its good offices in the con­ 
troversy. 
The questions then were handed 
to the delegates of the two coun­ 
tries for transm ission to their gov­ 
ernments. 
Uuntil replies are re­ 
ceived, the com m ittee probably will 
take no further action, 
An exact definition of the dispute 
to be investigated and conciliated, 
ie sought from both sides in the 
questions. 
W ith these definitions 
i n hand the com m ittee then will a t­ 
tem pt to draw up a single docu­ 
ment embodying the exact points 
under controversy and the extent 
to which the conciliation proceed­ 
ings may go. 
Must Bid Time. 
The questions likewise Inquired 
of Bolivia and Paraguay the num­ 
ber of judges they would prefer on 
the conciliation board. 
The com­ 
m ittee had in mind that each coun­ 
try appoint either 
one 
or 
two 
Judges and that the conference ap­ 
point either one or three more. 
Recommendatlpns for the main­ 
tenance of peace and for the pacifi­ 
cation of the present ill-feeling in 
both countries also were addressed 
to the governm ents. 
The conciliation 
procedure 
en­ 
visaged by today’s action is there­ 
fore that the conference, with the 
full co-operation of both disputant 
countries, would determ ine first the 
extent and the lim its of the medi­ 
ation proceedings. 
Then each side 
would nom inate to a conciliation 
board a certain num ber of judges 
who will, however, require the con­ 
firmation of th e conference before 
assum ing their duties. 
The board 
then would be completed by the 
| addition of an odd num ber of ad­ 
ditional Judges appointed by the 
conference. 
The conference itself, 
1 after th ie, in all probability would 
I withdraw from the whole m atter 
I leaving the new conciliation board 
a free hand. 
A move was m ade in the course

The morning bulletin recorded a 
restful night enjoyed by the king 
and it spoke of "the slight im 
pavem ent" which had continued 
from 
yesterday. 
Both 
bulletins 
were signed by Sir Stanley Hewett. 
Lord Dawson of Penn and Sir Hugh 
Rigby. 
The ultra violet ray treatm ent. 
which apparently has given grati­ 
fying results, was administered as 
usual by Doctors Wood and Howltt 
just prior to the evening consul­ 
tation. 
Dr. Whitby, a bacteriologist, who 
was called in earlier in the king’s 
illness, also was at the palace to­ 
night.

INFECTIOUS 
diseases 
have 
what is called an incubation per- 
id, representing the time between 
the arrival of the germ in the 
body and the beginning 
of 
the 
sumptoms. For influenza this ap­ 
pears to be very short; namely, 
between 24 and 48 hours. 
The onset of the disease is sud­ 
den. 
Extrem e sore throat is un­ 
usual. The patient usually goes to 
bed promptly with symptoms of 
chills and fever. 
Sometimes there is nosebleed, 


and not Infrequently rapidity of 
th * pulse. 
By the second to the 


fourth day the d iesels baa become 
quite severe and thereafter, lf the 
patient la tending toward recov­ 
ery, It leaaena in Its eeverity. 
Pains and W eakness 
There are usually pains in the 
muscles, great 
weakness, 
head­ 
ache. 
slight 
cough, 
sometimes 
severe backache. 
In some cases 
also the bowels may be involved. 
The amount of running from the 
nose varies 
as 
does 
also 
the 
amount of prostration and there 
la sometimes plum colored appear­ 
ance of the face, lips and chest 
which may develop in severe cases. 
In practically all bf the cases 
that died. pneumonia is a second­ 
ary complication so that In 1918 
reference was frequently made to 
the disease aa influensa-pneunion- 
la. 
Other complications may in­ 
volve the sinuses, the 
ears, 
the 
eyes, and the nervous system. 
In extremely severe cases the 
pneumonia may be complicated by 
the formation of fluid or pus in 
the chest, the lining of the chest 
wail may be inflamed, producing 
pleurisy and. according to whether 
or not fluid or put may be formed, 
pleurisy with effusion or pleurisy 
with empyema.

It Is significant of respiratory 
diseases of this type that the hu­ 
man body does not 
develop

Hence it Is

ease. the number of germs re­ 
ceived and other factors are most 
im portant In 
determining 
how 
many people are going to be a t­ 
tacked by the disease than of in­ 
dividual resistance to the disease. 


R esisting New Attack. 


People who have suffered the 
disease a year previously 
appar­ 
ently are not able to resist a new 
attack in many Instances. 
There 
is some evidence that a little im ­ 
munity la acquired 
immediately 
after an attack and that this per * 
sists for several months but ap­ 
parently not much longer. 
Compared with the amount of 
immunity produced in human be­ 
ings 
against 
such 
diseases 
as 
smallpox, typhoid fever, or scar­ 
let fever after a single attack, the 
Immunity conferred by influenza 
is negligible.

well to avoid crow ds as m uch as 
possible. 
O bservance of th e com ­ 
mon health rules and the keeping 
of one’s body in the best of physi­ 
cal condition is urged as a m eans 
of preventing its spread.’*

“It has been found there usually 
is more sickness am ong school chil­ 
dren during the vacation periods,” 
Supt. Cheney said yesterday. “T his 
Is due to the fact that tho children 
do not m aintain regular hours and 
regular diet as they do when going 
to school. 
Consequently, it is urg- 
I ed th a t parents exercise extrem e 
care during the coming C hristm as 
v a c a tio n period, seeing to it th at 
the children are properly clothed.

Navy’s Salvage Experi­ 
ment Completed; Ready 
for Another Test 


Submarine 
Base,

19— (/p>— The 
submarine S-4, raised 
from 
the 
sea with the bodies of 40 men a 
year ago, was lifted 
from 
the 
bottom attain 
to d a y — this 
time 
the subject of a navy salvage ex­ 
periment. 
The vessel was towed into the 
submarine base early this 
eve­ 
ning, again sea-beaten and spot­ 
ted with mud and oil, after rest­ 
ing 55 feet down on great 
Salt 
Pond on Block Island. R. I., the 
meeting point of 
Long 
Island 
Sound and the ocean, where 
it 
was deliberately sunk Monday for 
a test of lifting hooks. 
After undergoing a 
thorough 
cleaning the submersible will go 
out again early next month, when 
it will be sunk for testing of the 
diving ship Defender, which was 
rebuilt by a Bridgeport, 
Conn., 
firm, and submitted to the navy 
department a vessel capable

marine and permitting divers to 
operate from the bottom, out of 
a special diving bell. 
In the meantime salvage 
ex­ 
perts who directed the test of the 
lifting hooks began consideration 
of their reports to Washington.

rected the experiment,

he said the test emphasized that

UNGER TRIAL 
SPEEDED UP 


One Hour Needed to Pick 
Jury to Try Narcotic 
Offender 


New York, Dec. 19—(/p)—Speed­ 
ing through the selection of a Jury 
in an hour the government today 
laid the groundwork of its case 
against Joseph Unger, 
an 
trial 
charged with conspiracy to violate 
the narcotic laws. 
The government charges he is 
the owner of two trunks, seized in 
the Grand Central terminal a fort­ 
night ago in which $2,000,000 worth 
of narcotics were found. The trial 
which led to the trunks was picked 
up in the papers of the Blain gam­ 
bler, Arnold Rothstein. 
Unger was taken from a Chicago 
bound train at Bucalo and after an 
unsuccessful court fight on his part 
returned here for trial. 
The room clerk of the Hotel Com­ 
modore, from whose baggage room 
the trunks were sent to the termi­ 
nal, identified Unger as the man 
who registered at the hotel under 
the name of Klein thre days before 
the trunks were seized. 
The baggage master who han­ 
dled the trunks could not identify 
Unger as the owner hut the checks 
and his records were introduced in 
evidence along with the hotel reg­ 
ister. 
U. S. Attorney Charles H. 
Tuttle compared the handwriting 
before the Jurors to 
show 
they 
were identical. 
The telephone operator at the 
hotel who made the connection for 
the call to Chicago which led to 
the finding of an additional $500,- 
OOO worth of narcotics, also failed 
to identify Unger. 
The call was 
made under the name 
of 
Klein. 
Mrs. June Boyd, to whom the call 
was made, is held as a material 
witness in the case.

tious alien entrants. 
H arris said that the immigra­ 
tion inspectors along the Mexican 


and Canadian borders 
were

busy with the Inward movement 
that they were unable to check 
those persons leaving the country.
